Federal Regional Direc- 
tor Suggests St. Louis 
Amplify Application 
for 12,000 Units Drawn 
in 1944.

CHICAGO, Nov. 10—The St. 
Louis Housing Authority has been 
invited by federal housing offi- 
cials to push its long-standing re- 
quest for federal aid for 12,000 
more low-rent dwellings in St. 

Louis, in the light of the pros- 
pective housing bill in the next 
session of Congress. 

This encouraging attitude toward 
the city’s large-scale housing plan, 
disclosed to spokesmen of the St. 
Louis Housing Authority yesterday 
at regional offices of the Public 
Housing Administration, fits close- 
ly into the city’s plan to resubmit 
the slum clearance bond issue, 
which was defeated by St. Louis 
voters at the Nov. 2 election. 

If the new Congress enacts a 
low-rent housing law, as is now 
generally expected, PHA's even- 
tual approval of the application 
for 12,000 new dwellings would pro- 
vide the city with a long-range 
program to overcome the serious 
housing shortage. The outstand- 
ing problem in the slum clearance 
bond issue campaign was the lack 
of assurance of new homes for the 
people now living in the slums. 

S tion by Official. 

Orvil R. Olmsted, now regional 
director of PHA, suggested that 
St. Louis prepare to advance its 
application for the 12,000 units, in 
a conference with Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer, chairman of the St. Louis 
Housing Authority, and Paul J. 
Kaveney, attorney for that arm of 
the city government. Olmsted, who 
called in four associates fer the 
discussion, is about to move to 
Washington as PHA's assistant 
commissioner for management of 
housing projects. 

Other developments of the con- 
ference included: 

The St, Louis Housing Author- 
ity was advised to work on 
recommendations of specific 
sites for the proposed large- 
scale housing for low income 
residents. (It ha not yet gone 
into this phase.) 


mine the division of the new 
units as to sizes of individual 
family apartments, it was urged 
by PHA to obtain new statisti- 
cal information on population 
and housing. The suggestion was 
made that a larger number of 
apartments with multiple bed- 
rooms, for larger families, 
should be planned. 

The St. Louis authority was 
encouraged to push its pending 
plan for a housing establish- 
ment of at least 551 apartments 
én the 18-acre vacant site it 
owns, north of Carr street, be- 
tween Seventh and Ninth 
streets.

Weatherman Harry F. Wahl- 
gren found ice in the bird bath in 
his yard at 414 Bompart avenue, 
Webster Groves, this morning, 
but officially, he reported, the 
weather did not reach the freez- 
ing point today. 

The temperature reached an of- 
ficial low of 33 degrees at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field and a low of 
34, or two degrees above freezing 
at the downtown Weather Bureau 
at 6am. That made today offi- 
cially only the second coldest day 
of the season. On the coldest, Oct. 
18, the mercury dropped to 33 de- 
grees in the city and to 29 at the 
airport. At his home, and un- 
doubtedly in other places in the 
county the temperature dipped 
below the freezing mark this 
morning, Wahlgren said. 
Officially, St. Louis was the only 
place in the state from which 
weather reports are received to 
avoid the sub-freezing tempera- 
tures.

HOUSING AND RENT 
CURB ‘WITH TEETH 


Spence Says Early Hear- 
ings Will Be Held in 
House—Senate G.O.P. 
Plans Fight on Extend- 
ing Controls. 


Representative Brent Spence 
(Dem.), Kentucky, who will guide 
President Truman’s economic pro- 
gram in the House, today prom- 
ised top priorities for low-cost 


housing legislation and a rent 
control bill “with teeth.” 5 

Spence, who is slated to head 
the House Banking Committee in 
the new Democratic Congress, told 
the United Press that rent con- 
trols should be extended for at 
least a year beyond their present 
expiration date, March 31. 

He said he was determined to 
hold early hearings on housing 
legislation because the “housing 
situation is in a mess.” He said 
the measure would be based on 
the Wagner-Ellender-Taft long- 
range housing bill with emphasis 
on low-cost dwellings. 

“The way things are now, 90 
per cent of the houses built sell 
for over $10,000—beyond the reach 
of most of the people who need 
housing,” he said. “And only 15 
per cent of construction is in the 
field of rental housing.” 

Hearing On Proposals. 

Spence declined to say just 
what kind of “teeth” he wanted 
in the rent bill. He said he did 
not want to commit himself pend- 
ing hearings on the recommenda- 
tions of Rent Director Tighe E. 
Woods. 

Woods said yesterday he would 
ask Congress to extend the rent 
control law for 12 months and to 
plug up what he considers three 
of the most glaring loopholes. 

“There are many inequities in 
the present law,” Spence said 
from his home in Fort, Thomas, 


Ky. 

It does not protect the people 
that need protection. We've got 
to extend controls but I don’t want 
to be specific at this time on how 
long. At any rate, I’m convinced 
now the extension should be for 
not less than one year.” 

G. O. F. Ready for Fight. 

Well-advised Senate Democratic 
sources said they were confident 
that Woods’s rent control pro- 
posals, which they regard as the 
administration’s, would pass with- 
out too much difficulty. How- 
ever, Senator Harry P. Cain 
(Rep.), Washington, and other 
Republicans were ready to fight 
them. 

Woods favors restoring federal 
control over evictions, authority to 
sue landlords for triple damages 
in behalf of tenants in cases of 
overcharge and criminal penalties 
—a jail term or fine, or both — 
for convicted viclators. 

Some Republicans were under- 
stood to favor returning rent con- 
trol to the states but they were 
not expected to win much sup- 
port from Democrats. Without 
help from the Democrats, they 
would not have a chance,

BERLIN, Nov. 10 (AP)—The So- 
viet Union threatened tonight to 
force down all Allied aircraft fly- 
ing to besieged Berlin outside the 
20-mile wide air corridors to the 
city. 

A Soviet letter announced the 
proposed action. 

The United States replied: 

“Full and complete responsibil- 
ity will’ rest on the shoulders of 
the Soviet authorities should any 
injury be sustained by any of our 
pilots, or should any damage oc- 
cur to our planes from any Soviet 
action taken in this connection.” 

The Soviet letter cited a long 
list of alleged flights by aircraft 
outside the air corridors to Ber- 
lin and said that “in order to pre- 
vent and to preclude such type of 
illegal flights of foreign aircraft 
over the territory of the Soviet 
Zone of occupation” the Soviet 
command would force down all 
aircraft appearing over the Soviet 
Zone “outside the limits of the 


air corridors and the regions of 
greater Berlin.” 


With the return of good flying 
weather, after a week of fog and 
rain, American and British planes 
were back in high gear. They flew 
in more than 4500 tons of supplies 
in a 24-hour period, 

Arthur Henderson, British. Air 
Secretary, said Allied airmen have 
solved the problems winter will 
add to the Berlin air lift. Sched- 
ules have been worked out to 
avoid possible collisions and a new 
method of sodium lighting has 
been installed to help night land- 
ings in the most adverse condi- 
tions. 

Outgoing air lift planes will 
evacuate the aged and ill from 
Berlin to spare them the rigors of 
winter. 

British authorities in charge of 
this aspect of the air lift told 
German health officers to prepare 
a list of them. The British said 
they hope to fly up to 500 persons 
daily to Luebeck, in the British 
zone. where the German Red Cross 
will receive the evacuees. 


WEST GERMANS 
T GET BAC COAL 
STEEL OWNERS 


U.S. and Britain, How- 
ever, Will Retain Some 
Control— Plan Draws 
French Protest.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Nov. 
10 (AP)—The vast German coal, 
iron and steel industries in the 
bizonal area will revert to Ger- 
man ownership in the “near fu- 
ture,“ the British and American 
military governments announced 
today. 

“The military governors, how-’ 
ever, are retaining a certain con- 
trol of powers,” the announce- 
ment said. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay is the Amer- 
ican military governor in Germany 
and Gen. Sir Brian Robertson is 
Britain’s top occupation official. 

The industries, including those. 
of the Ruhr, have technically been 
owned by the military governors 
since the end of the war. 

Conditions Listed. 

New German companies will be 
established to operate the indus- 
tries, subject to these stipulations: 

1. There will be no “excessive 
concentration of economic 
power.” 

2. Persons who “permitted 
and encouraged” the Nazi party 
will be barred from positions of 
ownership and control. 

3. The drastic reorganization 
shall not prejudice a possible fu- 
ture decision by a German Gov- 
ernment as to whether the in- 
dustries will be socialized. 

The announcement said that “at 
such a time as a representative, 
freely elected government, either 
for Germany as a whole or western 
Germany alone, is constituted, it 
shall be at liberty to resolve this 
question within the limits of the 
military government policy al- 
ready expressed.” 

In the meantime, it added, the 
military governments consider 
that “an interim reorganization 
of these industries is essential in 
the interests of the recovery of 
the German economy.” 

The American-British announce- 
ment drew an immediate protest 
from the French. The French 
Foreign Office said in Paris that 
the protest had been made to the 
United States and British Ambas- 
sadors by Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman, on the ground that the 
decision is “contrary to the posi- 
tion constantly affirmed by the 
French Government and recently 
upheld by the National Assembly.”

Malik Makes Proposal in 
Security Council — 
Israel Wants Truman 


to Back Direct Talks. 


By ARTHUR GALSHON 


PARIS, Nov. 10 (AP)—Soviet 
Russia called on the Security 
Council in secret session today to 
order negotiations between Jews 
and Arabs for peace in Palestine. 

Soviet delegate Jakob Malik pre- 
sented the Russian proposal when 
the council met to resume discus- 
sion of the peace plan submitted 
yesterday by acting mediator Dr. 
Ralph J. Bunche. 

Under Bunche’s plan, an armis- 
tice would be effected between 
the Jews and Arabs; a no-man’s 
land would be established between 
the armed forces of the two com- 
batants, and the armies of both 
sides would be reduced. 

The Russian proposal was sub- 
mitted as an amendment to the 
Bunche plan. An official United 
States spokesman said France has 
undertaken to sponsor the Bunche 
plan. 

The Council will debate Malik’s 
amendment at the next session. 
No date was set, however. 

Meetings to Be Open. 

A U.N. press spokesman who at- 
tended the Council’s closed meet- 
ing said that, on the suggestion of 
Dmitri Manuilsky of the Soviet 


Ukraine, future meetings on Pal- 


estine will be open to press and 
public. United States delegate 
Philip C. Jessup and Alexandre 
Parodi of France backed Manuil- 
sky’s suggestion. 

The Malik amendment proposed 
omitting the part of the Bunche 
plan which calls for a no-man’s 
land in Palestine. Russia's idea 
apparently was for freezing the 
military situation in the Holy 
Land until talks, direct or through 
Bunche, lead to establishment of 
a “formal peace.” 

In Tel Aviv, Israel President 
‘Chaim Weizmann appealed by 
cable to President Truman today, 
asking for American backing for 
direct negotiations between Israel 
and the Arab states. 

Weizmann emphasized the 
“urgent need” for negotiations on 
the basis of “speedy withdrawal” 
of invading armies, full recogni- 
tion of the State of Israel, and its 
admission to the U.N, 

In Washington, Michael Comay, 
Israel’s senior delegate to the 
U.N., who had just returned from 
the Paris U.N. sessions, said a 
number of Arab states already 
have made peace overtures to Is- 
rael. He declined to identify them, 
however, on the ground such dis- 
closure might “prejudice negoti- 
ations.” 

(Israeli forces opened a new 
assault in southern Palestine, and 
overran Egyptian strongholds al- 
most to the approaches of Faluja, 
one of the two remaining bases

NANKING, Nov. 10 (AP)—By 
air and sea, American dependents 
were leaving China today as the 
national position grew worse by 
th. hour in north-central China, 

Suchow and Pengpu were re 
ported virtually isolated by Com- 
munists. The Yangtze river was 
feared open to a Chinese Commu- 
nist crossing that would expose 
Nanking. Food riots and strikes 
flared in Hangchow, Shanghai and 
Nanking. 

Mobs roamed the streets. People 
were trampled to death or injured. 
Police fired on the rioters here 
and in Hankow, where a large 
rice shop was set afire. Americans 
were ordered to stay off the 
streets in Nanking. 

The Peiping-Tientsin corridor to 
Taku, Gulf of Chihli port, was 
jittery. The American military ad- 
visory group withdrew all its per- 
sonnel from Peiping. 


The air 
got under way on an emergency 
basis from Nanking. 
evacuation began at Shanghai. 

Expectant mothers were 
first flown out. Then followed the 
wives. and ch of United 
States military advisers. All were 
flown to Tsingtao, American naval 
base. At least 500 persons were to 
be put aboard the hospital ship 
Repose by Friday night. 

From Shanghai, the United 
States Army transport General 
Collins sailed with 150 dependents. 
Two. other transports, the Gen- 
erals Buckner and Patrick, are 
due in Shanghai to pick up an 
estimated 1000 Americans. The 
Buckner may sail within 48 hours 
with 127 dependents. 

The American Embassy in Nan- 
king has advised other Americans 
that sea transportation to Shang- 
hai will be available shortly. When 
military personnel will leave—if 
they leave at all—has not been 
made public.

Physician Tells of Poisoning 


Of 10 Children by Wax Crayons 


Says Some Dyes ‘Are Not as Harmless as 
Described’—Power of Blood to 
| Carry Oxygen Affected. 


BOSTON, Nov. 10 (AP)-——The 
blood poisoning of 10 children, 
one almost fatally, after they ate 
wax crayons was reportea today 


by Dr. H. Brieger of Philadelphia. 

Declaring that “innumerable 
children” eat wax crayons, Dr. 
Brieger said some dyes used in 
them are “not as harmless as 
described. . . .” 

The first case of actual poison- 
ing, Dr. Brieger told the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association, 
was reported in 1947 when the 
youngster nearly died. 

Since then, he added, tnere 
have been nine other cases in- 
volving four different Hrands of 


crayon of these colors—red, or- 
ange, yellow and violet. 
“Poisoning by wax crayons,” he 
said, “has an aspect of consider- 
able industrial importance.” 

A “small percentage of indi- 
viduals” seem t~ be affected by 
such poisoning according to 
studies to date, Dr. Brieger said. 
He traced the toxic effect to 
dyes derived from compounds 
which affect the power of the 
blood stream to carry oxygen. He 
named the compounds as para- 
nitraniline and benzidine. 

It is not known, he said, why 
chewing on cray.ns poisons some 


children and does not endanger 
others.

Virginia Clark Darnielle of Wash- 
ington, 

The attorney's father, Eleazar 
W. Clark, a retired sea captain, 
sold a fleet of ships formerly used 
in the rum and molasses trade to 
the Government for $5,000,000 early 
in World War I.

Cent a Quart Till Jan. 1, 
Half Cent After That

Dairy farmers serving the St. 
Louis area will receive, under a 
proposed amendment to the fed- 
eral milk marketing order, an in- 
crease in the price of milk that 
will average 1 cent a quart until 
Jan. 1 and %-cent a quart there-. 
after until March 31, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Pevely and St. Louis Dairies an- 
nounced the increase would not af- 
fect the retail price of their milk. 
A. D. Lynch, secretary of the San- 
itary Milk Producers, largest pro- 
ducers’ co-operative in this area, 
said there were no indications that 
the retail price would be hiked. 
| Lynch, however, predicted that 
the new price for producers would 


result in increased supplies of 


milk for St. Louis, which has had 
a shortage of localhy- produced 
milk for many years. 
The amended order, proposed by 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan, would give produc- 
ers an additional 46 cents for each 
100 pounds of Class I milk sold 
until Jan. 1. After that date and 
until March 31, the increase would 
be cut to 23 cents for each 100 
pounds. 

After March 31, new amend-.

order are expected as the result 
of hearings held here Sept. 20 to 
29 by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Lynch said. ;

Trial Lawyers Feel Find- 
ing Presages Conviction 
of Tojo, 24 Others on 
War Crimes Charge. 


By FRANK L. WHITE 


TOKYO, Nov. 10 (AP)—The In- 
ternational War Crimes Tribunal 
held today that a case of “con- 
spiracy to wage aggressive wars 
has deen made out” against Japa- 
nese wartime leaders. Prosecution 
and defense lawyers agreed the 
finding presaged conviction of all 
25 Nipponese leaders on trial for 
war crimes. 

The judgment convicted Japan 
of waging aggressive wars against 
the United States, British Com- 
monwealth nations, France, The 
Netherlands, and Russia. 

The tribunal earlier convicted 
Japan of waging aggressive war 
against China. 

Only in the case of Siam (Thai- 
land) did the court hold for the 
Japanese. The tribunal found 
that Siam had permitted Japa- 
nése troops to move freely through 
that country and thus held that 
Japan was not guilty of waging 
aggressive war against Siam. 

The court is expected to reach 
the individual cases of sae 
Tojo, former Japanese Premier, 
and his 24 co-defendants on Thurs- 
day or Friday. 

The 11-nation court, in its vod 
ment, found Japan guilty of “un- 
provoked attacks” on the coun- 
tries named. The motive, it said, 
was “the desire to seize the pos- 
sessions of these nations.”

The court spoke of these meas- 
ures as “an entirely justified at- | 
tempt to induce Japan to depart | 
from a course of aggression on 
which she had long been em- 
barked and upon which she had 
determined to continue.”

restrictions were dismissed as 
“merely a repetition of Japanese 
propaganda issued at the time 
she was preparing for her wars 
of aggression.” 

The judgment grouped the Phil- |

It held that while The Nether- 
lands declared war on Japan first, | 
the Japanese fleet had orders 
dated Dec. 5, 1941 (Dec. 4, United 
States date) to attack The Nether- 
lands East Indies, to occupy the.

the fleets of Britain and the 
United States. These orders, said | 
the court, “clearly justified The 
Netherlands in self-defense in act- 
ing first.” 

The court has read more than 
half the judgment. It held Japan 
guilty of planning another Pearl 
Harbor” against Russia as late as 
1943. The court said in 1942 Japan 
had 1,000,000 troops in Manchuria 
ready to strike and attempt to 
seize Outer Mongolia and large 
segments of eastern Siberia. 

After 1943, the judgment went 
‘Dn, Axis reverses made the at- 
tempt increasingly less promising, 
although it never was abandoned 
officially. 

The court also gave a summary 
of the plotting and execution of 
the Pearl Harbor attack which 
plunged the Pacific into war Dec. 
7, 1941, 

The scheme was conceived as 
early as the summer of 1940, the 
court found. It therefore over- 
ruled a defense plea that the at- 
tack was not a long-planned move, 
but a maneuver seized upon at the 
last minute. 

The Japanese navy began train- 
ing for Pearl Harbor in May 1941, 
the tribunal decided. In the last 
days of the troubled peace in the 
Pacific, the Japanese Government 
carried on peace talks in Wash- 
ington as a cover for military 
preparations. 

On Nov. 26 the Japanese fleet 
set out for the Hawaiian Is!ands. 
At a conference Nov. 30, the Jap- 
anese leaders decided delivery of 
their final note to the United 
States should not be allowed to 
destroy the surprise element in the 
attack. 

And the next day, while the 
Washington negotiations went on. 
the military clique ruling Japan 
decided to open hostilities against 
the United States, Britain and 
The. Netherlands.

When the first and only list of 
pension applicants was made pub- 
lic Jan. 9, 1947, by the House ser- 
geant-at-arms, several members 
whose names were on it com- 
plained vigorously. 

The rate of pension varies. Gen- 
erally it amounts to 2% per cent 
of the average annual] pay rate 
multiplied by the number of years 
of service. There is a top limit of 
three-fourths of the annual pay at 
the time of retirement. 

To be eligible for a pension, a 
member must have served at least 
six years in Congress and be at 
least 62 years old. His annual con- 
tribution is 6 per cent of his gal- 
ary—now $12,500 a year. 

Many of those defeated are 
ineligible, either because of too 
short a service period or because 
they are too young. However, if 
they have paid in and have the 
required six years, they can wait 
until they are 62 and receive a 
pension. 

By making back payments, Con- 
gress members can receive pen- 
sions for their entire period of 
service. 

From the list made public last 
year, the defeated or retiring 
House members eligitle for pen- 
sion checks beginning in January 
include Representatives Anton 
Johnson (Rep.), Dlinois, 10 years 
of service, age 70; and Jasper Bell, 
(Dem.), Missouri, 13 years of serv- 
ice, age 63. 

Marion T. Bennett (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, has the required six years of 
service but is short of the age re- 
quirement,

Further evidence concerning | 


possible fraudulent sales tax re- 
turns by merchants in St. Louis 
will not be heard by the Circuit 
Court grand jury until hearings 
have been completed at the local 
state sales tax office on merchants 
whose returns have been ques- 
tioned, Circuit Attorney James W.

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Plastic Helmets to Be 
Barred After the 1950 
Football Campaign 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 10 
(AP)—Informed that the broken 
ankle suffered by Ken O’Donnell, 
Harvard football player, resulted 


from contact with a plastic hel- 
met, Athletic Director William J. 
Bingham today advised the Crim- 
son coaching staff that such equip- 
ment would be illegal after the 
1949 season.

‘ JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10 
(AP) — Quail hunters and their 
dogs streamed into Missouri's 


bird country today to open what 
the State Conservation Commis- 
sion predicted would be the big- 
gest season in history. 

Frost, wind and rain in recent 
days have cut heavily into bird 
cover, a commission spokesman 
said, setting the stage for an ex- 
pected heavy first day kill. Over- 
head, the day was bright in Cen- 
tral Missouri with a November 
sun taking the frost out of the 
air. Temperatures were bracing 
enough to make it a perfect fall 
hunting day. 

Conservation Commission esti- 
mates set the quail population at 


| about the same level as last year 
but the number of hunters has 
risen sharply because of the 
availability of ammunition and 
the increasing eagerness of sports- 
men. 

This year the possession. limit 
on quail is 10, the same as the 
daily limit and the season ends 
Dec. 31 instead of Jan. 1 as last 


year. 5

take full advantage of a long 
weekend. Tomorrow is Armistice 
day, a holiday for most Missouri- 
ans.

Truman Interim Order on China 


Search Is Ahead 


Directive That Marines Remain at Tsingtao 

and All Steps Be Taken to Get Arms to 

Forces Resisting Communists Issued Be- 
fore His Departure to Key West.

WASHINGTON. 


RESIDENT TRUMAN hes already made his bow, inconspicuous- 
ly but significantly, in his new role as the active shaper of 
American foreign policy. Almost before the ballots were counted, 
he wired to Washington from Independence, Mo., that in his opin- 


ion the crisis in China demanded positive American action. The 


policy-making dovecotes were considerably fluttered by the Presi- ‘ 


dent’s unexpected intervention. 

The situation had been reviewed, 
however, before Truman’s return 
in triumph to the White House. 
Before his departure for Key 
West, he issued his interim 
directive. It was a brief order 
that the Marine garrison should 
not be withdrawn from the Com- 
munist-threatened North China 
port of Tsingtao, and that all 
steps should be taken to get 
American arms to the forces still 
resisting the Communists in the 
North China area. 

Positive Policy May Follow. 

The positiveness and the speed 
of the President’s action are both 
worthy of remark. For three 
years, the Far Eastern policy of 
the United States has largely con- 
sisted of alternate bouts of hand- 
wringing and advice from the side- 


lines. The theory that the best 
policy was, in effect, to have no 
policy at all, was strongly held in 
the Far Eastern division of the 
State Department. It was also 
stoutly maintained by Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall. 

Doubts as to this theory’s valid- 
ity have only begun to arise very 
recently, when total catastrophe 
in China began to seem imminent. 
The President’s intervention im- 
plies that a serious search for a 
positive China policy will now be 
made. 

On the other hand, the particu- 
lar steps the President has taken 
emphatically do not constitute 
such a policy. The Navy first pro- 
posed evacuation of Tsingtao, to 
avoid conflict with the Commu- 
nist forces as long as six months 
ago. The Navy stand has been 
strongly opposed by the Army. 

The President has now settled 
the dispute in favor of the Ma- 
rines remaining at their posts. 
Perhaps the 3000 men who are 
now at Tsingtao may even be re- 
inforced, if V. Adm. Oscar C. Bad- 
gor, cOmmanding in China, con- 
siders this desirable. But the Presi- 
dent’s order does not require that 
Tsingtao be held at all costs. On 
the contrary, there is eve rea- 
son to believe that unless eri- 
can policy changes further, the 
Marines will be withdrawn if and 
when a genuine Communist of- 
fensive develops in the area. 

rtones to Aid Effort. 

The effort to expedite American 
aid to the non-Communist forces 
in North China also has peculiar 
overtones. The energetic Econom- 
ic Co-operation Administration 
chief for China, Roger Lapham, 
has recently been in Washington, 
pressing a plan to by-pass General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek and to 
give direct aid to local Chinese 
forces resisting the Communists. 
Lapham’s main motive is that the 
China leader, Gen. Fu Tso-yi, is 
distrusted by the Generalissimo, 
and has therefore not been sup- 
plied very liberally. Apparently 
the germ of Lapham’s idea is con- 
tained in the Truman order, al- 
though no one seems to know 
whether or how the idea will be 
implemented. 

It is thus obvious why the two 
steps ordered by Truman do not, 
in and of themselves, constitute 
a China policy. Holding the Ma- 
rines at Tsingtao is a gesture, 
in the last analysis. And pressing 
for direct aid to such regional 
leaders as Gen. Fu means en- 
couraging the present tendency 
for these men to break away from 
Chiang’s government. 

If this happens, the National 
government will collapse. China 
will be divided between a num- 
ber of war lords and the Commu- 
nists. And the Communists, being 
far the strongest and best organ- 
ized single element, will then take 
on and destroy the war lords one 
by one, until they control all of 
China that matters. 

Move May Be Too Late. 

The tragedy is that if the Presi- 
dent had only ventured to beard 
‘Marshall in his den six months 
ago, instead of last week, an 
American effort in China might 
well have borne important fruit. 
‘While the State Department stood 
for the policy of having no pol- 
icy, the Defense Department, and 
especially the Army, continued six 
months ago to advocate preven- 
tive American action. Now, how- 
ever, the China situation has de- 
teriorated to the point where even 
those who used to plead most 
strongly for action have begun to 
feel that American intervention 
will be a waste of effort and re 
sources. 

The gravity of this fact is hard 
to exaggerate. President Truman 
may want a positive China pol- 
icy, but a policy can hardly be 
evolved, when even China’s friends 
assert that there is almost no 
hope. The prediction now is that 
the Chinese Communists will even-

On learning that Karr intended to 
leave for Berlin shortly, he re- 
quested. Karr and Noyes to stay in 
Washington for the next few 
weeks, so he could confer with 
them after his vacgtion. 

Story of the Vinson Plan. 

Three weeks before the election, 
Karr and Noyes conceived the Vin- 
son plan and Karr telephoned

saw the two temporary advisers at 
once, and they laid the plan before 
him, pointing out that they be- 
lieved such a mission would help 
clear the atmosphere for progress 
within the framework of the 
United Nations.

Better Way to Elect Presidents 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Our present system of electing our 
Chief Executive has faults which should 
be corrected before we elect another 
President. 

If Mr. Dewey had prevailed in such 
close races as in Ohio, California and 
illinois he would probably have been 
our next President, although Mr. Tru- 
man would still have had a popular’ 
majority of close to two million. 

The outcome could have been decided, 
not by the people, but by a comparative- 
ly insignificant candidate. The Progres- 
sive party votes, which would potential- 
ly have been votes for the Democratic 
party, swung the election in favor of 
the Republicans in New York and sev- 
eral other states and threatened to 
change the outcome of the election in 
a number of other states, including Cali- 
fornia. Thus a minor candidate, polling 
only 2 per cent of the total popular vote, 
‘could have changed the most important 
decision which the people of the United 
States make. 

If we read our Constitution and look 
into our history books, we note that 
our electoral system, as it is today, was 
developed by 1804, not long after the 
states had relinquished their independ- 
‘ence to the Federal Government. 

The feeling was still that the states, 
as such, were to have a strong hand in 
the running of the Federal Government. 
In addition in those days national issues 
were still predominantly sectional. In 
our time it is no longer important to 
elect a President by states. 

Under modern conditions this system 
has become an outworn tradition and 
even a threat to the successful practice 
of our democratic system of government. 
1 therefore suggest a constitutional 
amendment, changing the present meth- 
od of electing the President (and Vice 
President),

* Slum Clearance Must Go On 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
. I wish to commend you for the very 


excellent effort on behalf of slum clear- 
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Senator Alben W. Barkley of Kentucky resigns 


his seat to become Vice President, Jan. 20. 
The normal expectation is that Kentucky’s 


Democratic Governor, Earle C. Clements, will 


appoint a Democrat to fill the Barkley seat until 


the 1950 congressional election. Perhaps Ken- 
tucky will not resent it if a suggestion felative 


to this seat is made from outside the state. 


The suggestion is that Gov. Clements give 
strong and friendly consideration to the idea 
that he appoint Senator John Sherman Cooper 


to the seat which Senator Barkley vacates. 


Senator Cooper is a Republican. That and 
that fact alone accounts for his impending re- 
tirement. He has a record far more progressive 
than that of the Democrat who defeated him, 
Representative Virgil Chapman. In Kentucky, 
the Republican rather than the Democrat had 
the backing of organized labor in the senatorial 
race. 

Not often does a new Senator make so fine an 


impression in a short time as Senator Cooper has . 


in his term of two years. His work in behalf of 
a decent law to admit displaced persons was out- 
standing. He has consistently exercised his own 
judgment. In the Eightieth Congress he was No. 
45 among 51 Republicans in terms of party regu- 
larity. That means only six Republican Senators 
voted against the majority of their party more 
times than John Sherman Cooper. | 

It would not always be safe to say that a Sen- 
ator just defeated has a kind of claim to a seat 
that becomes vacant, but that does seem to be 
the case here. Senator Cooper’s appointment 
would not threaten Democratic control. It would 
not in any way lessen Democratic patronage. 

If Democratic leaders will think it over, they 
may very well decide that John Sherman Cooper 
on the Republican side would be a substantial 
help to them in handling the new program of the 
Truman Administration. Certainly, he would be 
of more help than some Democratic appointee, 
chosen primarily for political reasons, who 
would be only one more majority vote. 

In any event, Senator Cooper would not serve 
beyond 1950 unless re-elected. Thus, an appoint- 
ment would do no more than stretch two years 
of public service into four. 

Gov. Clements has an opportunity to rise 
above narrow partisanship through progressive 
use of appointing authority that would win him 
applause in all parts of the country. 
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Red Tape Cut by the Army 


One of the reasons civilians in the reserve 
forces have been slow about going on active 
duty, even though the need for officers is now 
greatly increased, is that it has taken inter- 
minably long to get action on applications. In 
many instances citizens have waited and waited, 
while applications were passed on and repassed 
on as they made their way up from reserve sub- 
district offices to the Department of the ‘Army 
in Washington. 

Thanks to a new procedure, applicants are now 
promised prompt action. The course now is for 
applications to go direct to Washington instead 
of to the local reserve headquarters. The De- 
partment of the Army pledges that reservists 
will hear within a matter of days on their appli- 
cations. It says further that orders to duty 
should be on their way within a week. 

If it works out this way, the Army itself will 
have removed one of the chief blocks to active 
duty for many reservists. 
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Tighter Rent Controls 


The Democratic electoral victory should bring 
early reassurance on one front of the battle 
against the high cost of living. 

Federal Rent Director Tighe E. Woods says 
that he will not only ask extension of the rent 
control law for 12 months after March 31, but 
that he also will urge that it be strengthened. He 
should get a quick and favorable response from 


Congress because rent control was promised not . 


only by President Truman, but also by many 
congressional candidates. 

It is particularly desirable that the rent di- 
rector, and not only the aggrieved tenant, should 
be able to sue for triple damages in case of vio- 
lations. The director also should be able to 
invoke criminal sanctions in the form of fines 
and prison sentences. Without these, it is too 
easy for a tough landlord to take a chance on 
beating the law. 

Since landlords have suffered from higher 
costs along with everyone else, the next rent 
control law should also authorize a moderate 
horizontal inctease above wartime ceilings. And 
it should do it without the hocus pocus and ifs 
and ands which led to only a small sprinkling of 
15 per cent raises under the 1947 and 1948 rent 
laws. 

It is almost a sure bet that the real estate 
lobby will fight continued rent control since its 
president already is screaming against public 
housing. However, the men who will be on Capi- 
tol Hill after Jan. 3 will be fully aware that 
many of their predecessors went down to defeat 
because they paid too much attention to that 
lobby. There will be a keener realization that 
new housing units are too few and, in price, too 
high. 
black market in housing. 

But the new Congress also should realize that 
housing is only one factor in the high cost of liv- 
ing. For the sake of the very landlords whose 
income will be held down, something will have 
to be done all along the price front. 

For that Washington has a mandate. 
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No Fatted Calf

Shocking State of Insecurity 
World War II might have ended months sooner 
if the United States had not had to surmount 
shortages of vital materials. If World War III 
came, the country’s plight would be far worse. 


Today the Government has acquired only 


about one-fifth of a 3-billion-dollar stockpile of 
67 strategic military commodities which Con 
gress authorized two years ago. It has only 
about one-eleventh of the larger 7-billion-dollat 
stockpile which the armed forces are sure is 
needed. It would not take many months of mod- 
ern war to deplete even that hoard. 

A combination of conditions is responsible for 
this dangerous deficiency. World supplies of 
some commodities, particularly the non-ferrous 
metals, are short. This situation called for ag- 


‘gressive efforts to increase domestic production 


and to buy stockpile items abroad. The Govern- 
ment should have been given power to com- 
mandeer scarce commodities, and to install price 
controls where national security purchases 
tended to inflate prices. 

Instead, Congress _ appropriated too little 
money and prescribed: policies which kept that 
money from pulling its full weight. It specified 
that the purchasers should give preference to 
things in surplus supply (as though stockpiling 
did not by its very nature deal with scarce 
things), It terminated the general power to al- 
locate scarce commodities and scuttled price con- 
trols, but enjoined the federal purchasers to 
avoid bidding up civilian prices. And it wrote 
in a “Buy American” preference which, as Presi- 
dent Truman protested, partly undid the pur- 
poses of a stockpiling law. 

This program needs more money and con- 
sistent policies. More money will offend the 
Tabers and consistent policies will offend log- 
rollers for special interests and dreamers of guns 
and butter. 

Yet the new Democratic Congress should 
swallow the bitter dose as one of its first acts, 
because the world’s military balance of power is 
perilous and an increase in stockpiles and in- 
dustrial capacity would swing it in favor of the 
United States and the West. Indeed, it would 
promote peace by giving the Russians concrete 
new reasons to believe they could not win a war. 
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For City Employes 

The City of St. Louis has as great an interest 
as any private employer in treating its employes 
fairly and thus laying the basis for a good 
morale. Therefore, Mayor Kaufmann’s move to 
shorten the work week for firemen and to in- 
crease city wages in line with increases in pri- 
vate industry is both wise and just. 

Mayor Kaufmann proposes to reduce the fire- 
men’s work week from 84 hours to 67. This 
would leave the hours on duty in St. Louis two 
hours greater than the average for large Ameri- 
can cities, but it is a marked improvement to 
be made in one step. 

This will necessitate the addition of 209 fire- 
men to the force and will cost the city slightly 
more than $800,000 a year. A prospective wage 
increase of 15 cents an hour for all city em- 
ployes will cost the city some $1,670,000 a year. 

The salaries for the new firemen, plus the 
wage increase, will cost about $2,500,000, or be- 
tween a third and a half of the revenue expected 
from the city earnings tax. If the cost of liv- 
ing, and the cost of city supplies, will now level 
off, the municipal budget may have a chance 
to straighten itself out. 


Just Good, Clean Fun 


As is usual after presidential elections, the 
statistical experts are at work on the IFS of the 
matter. This is a fascinating and innocent pas- 
time, comparable to parchesi or dominoes, and 
it has the virtue of making the losers feel a little 
better. As far back as 1928, when Hoover beat 
Al Smith by the sizable margin of more than 
6,000,000 votes, the lead pencil experts showed 
that, by the shift, a few thousand votes here and 
there, Smith would have won. 

After this campaign, it has been calculated 
that a shift of 100,000 votes in Illinois, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Nevada would have elected 
Mr. Dewey. Similar calculations were made in 
1944 when President Roosevelt beat Dewey by a 
popular vote margin of 2,596,000. Mr. Truman's 
margin this time is somewhat smaller. The latest 
figures show he won by 2,127,000 votes. 

If the Democratic figure experts wanted to get 
into the game—and, so far, they seem content 
with the end result—they could argue that Mr. 
Truman should have had the Wallace and Thur- 
mond votes, and would have had if those two 
men had not run. Wallace got 1,116,000 votes; 
Thurmond 1,006,000. 
President’s total, it reaches 25,793,000, or a mar- 
gin of 4,249,000 over Dewey. Moreover, this IF 
would give Mr. Truman a total of 389 electoral 
votes and Mr. Dewey only 142—this on the sup- 
position that the President would have won New 
York and 38 more votes in the South. 

As we say, all this is good, clean fun. But we 
have majority rule in this country and, for all 
the pain it sometimes gives to minorities, the 
latter usually take it in their stride. Perhaps it 
is partly because we are so well trained in 
sports. When the home baseball team loses by 
a single run in a 14-inning thriller, we know the 
loss will show up in the standings just the same 
as if the home team had lost by 20 runs. We 
know, too, that whether Citation wins by a 
whisker of by a half-mile, the Calumet Stable 
collects the purse. 
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It Won't Appear in Pravda 

Gen. Omar Bradley, the quiet-spoken, hard- 
fighting Missourian who now heads the Army 
Ground Forces, made a great speech in Chica- 
go recently. He showed the folly of the belief 
that this country can win a war quickly and 
easily with the atomic bomb. He also empha- 
sized heavily that, as long as a shooting war can 
be delayed, there is still the opportunity te ar- 
rive at a peaceful settlement. He declared it 
was better to endure the tension of a cold war 
rather than the hell of a hot war. 

Pravda and the rest of the rigidly controfled 
Russian press seldom miss an opportunity to 
twist any American made statement into a fero- 
cious bit of belligerency. Gen. Bradley’s Chi- 
cago speech would be hard for even Pravda 
to twist into jingoism. But it is futile to ex- 
pect that Pravda would carry Bradley’s com- 
mon sense speech, for if it did the people of 
Russia might begin to look askance at the big 
boys in the Kremlin.

One of the peace prizes goes to à physicist who thinks Russia is 
right on atomic energy control, reporter writes; recalls the bitter 
of disillusion in which these awards were founded; also the strong 
sense of moral guilt among scientists who developed the A-bomb.

The Nobel prizes distributed last week to 
a series of well-known souls, including 
British Physicist P. M. S. Blackett, who be- 
lieves that we are wrong and Russia right 
on atomic control plans, are the fruits of a 
man’s conscience. 

In 1890 Alfred Bernhard Nobel, 
discovery of dynamite and blasting gelatine 
outmoded black powder explosives, said: 

“My heart is heavy. While working to 
improve the fabrication of dynamite, I 
have always had in mind the peace of the 
world. My hope was 
that the terrible ef- 
fects of dynamite 
would keep men 
from war, but now I 
see to my utter dis- 
may that my life 
work amounts to 
nothing. 

“Everywhere in- 
ventors are bent on 
the adaptation of 
high explosives to 
the aims of mutual 
destruction. High ex- 
plosives will not 
deter men from waging war, 
of fact, the number of victims in the fu- 
ture wars will be greater.

More than 150 years ago, Benjamin 
Franklin, standing in the gardens of Ver- 
sailles, watched representatives of the 
French Academy of Sciences send the first 
hydrogen-filled balloon into the sky. 

He was as moved by its significance as 
was, in later years, Nobel. 

“It appears to be a discovery of tre- 
mendous importance,” he wrote to his 
friend, Dr, Jan Ingenhouz, Empress Maria 
Theresa’s physician, 
turn to human affairs. Convincing sover- 
eigns of folly of wars will perhaps be one

of the effects of it since it will be imprac- 
ticable any longer for the most potent of 
them to guard his dominions.” 


It is curious that a Nobel prize should go, 
52 years after his death, to a man incapable 
of comprehending Russia’s motive for de- 
manding that we destroy our stockpile of 
A-bombs, and renounce our efforts to es- 
tablish impartial international atom- 
inspection boards, as the first steps to be 
taken before it will become a part of any 
joint effort to insure the world against an 
A-bomb war. 


The man who believed that dynamite 
might destroy the species could not in his 
wildest dreams envision the stupefying 
power of the A-bombs that turned a part of 
the New Mexico desert to jade, obliterated 
Hiroshima, crushed Nagasaki, battered and 
contaminated the chained fleet at Bikini. 
Nor could Franklin, wise as he was, bestir 
the image of a B-36 with its 10,000-mile 
range with 10 tons of A-bombs. 


Yet both men had a great fear; both 
knew that slowly but surely man was up- 
rooting methods which brought him closer 
to self-extermination. 

A facsimile of their conscience pervaded 
the making of the A-bomb, and it reached 
from Robert Oppenheimer down the line. 
A few minutes before the first test of the 
bomb in New Mexico, a physicist in Oppen- 
heimer’s bunker five miles from the preg- 
nant thing began weeping hysterically and 
calling upon the Almighty to keep it from 
working. As for Oppenheimer, when the 
bombs went off he could only mutter, out 
of his vast learning, that he had become a 
symbol of death. 

Sixty A-bomb scientists pleaded with the 
Army not to use it on a city, and when 
their petition was rejected, one of them 
asked that he be granted permission to be 
strapped to the first one and go to what he 
felt would be a purifying death of absolu- 
tion, 

Nobel, who dreamed of peace, acknowl- 
edged that there would be men who would 
never seek it. It seems a pity, however, 
that even a bit of the fruit of his dream of 
peace should be given to a man whose out- 
look on the control of the weapon he helped 
to fashion should be as warped and as 
dangerously naive as that of Dr. Blackett.

Although Harlan Ware holds a successful 
novelist-wife-mother up to scorn, he could 
have done the same with any wife and 
mother who is overly zealous in P.T.A., 
church societies, club work, or charitable 
causes. 

Dr. Gertrude Hanna, psychiatrist, only 
recently returned from Europe, met her old 
school rival, the wonderful Mrs, Ingram, 
after she had addressed over 500 members 
of the Authors’ Fortnightly Club. Well 
groomed mother of three children (one a 
17-year-old), wife of Sam Ingram, oil mag- 
nate, manager of a large household, and 
producer of a book a year, Mary Ingram 
assured her audience that her family and 
home came first, that she wrote only to 
“while away the time when I’m not needed 
somewhere else. I’m never too busy to tie 
a ribbon on my baby’s hair or sew a button 
on my husband’s shirt.” 

But after dinner Dr. Hanna had discov- 
ered some missing buttons on Sam In- 
gram’s shirt! And when she was invited to 
spend a few days at the Ingram’s “Book 
End Farm,” she found that Mary’s “baby” 
had a deep fear of her mother and badly 
neglected eyes and clothes, that her adoles- 
cent children had taken up with radicals, 
that meals were frequently unplanned, that 
on the whole her house was badly misman- 
aged.

shop through the collusion of em- 
ployers and union representatives. 

Labor probably will fight hard 
to kill most of the provisions 
that define unfair labor practices 
by unions. 

The most repressive of these 
provisions, in the opinion of labor 
lawyers, is the paragraph in Sec- 
tion 8 that prohibits the secondary 
boycott (the refusal of workers 
for one company to handle the 
products of a struck company). 

‘Injunction Provision.’ 

Also high on labor’s priority list 
is the emasculation of the na- 
tional emergency” provision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, the so-called in- 
junction provision.” 


A program satisfactory to every 
one for protecting the public inter- 
est in a “national emergency” 
strike has yet to be drawn. This 
question may produce a bitter 
fight. 

Another provision labor will 
fight hard to destroy is the Taft- 
Hartley “invitation” to employers 
to sue unions in the federal courts. 

Labor lobbyists also are expected 
to work for repeal of the Hobbs 
anti-racketeering bill, aimed at the 
teamsters’ union, and the Lea bill, 
which was drawn specifically to 
prevent James C. Petrillo of the 
AFL Musicians’ Union from forc- 
ing radio studios to hire employes 
they do not need. 

Even if Congress grants a big 
share of labor’s legislative de- 
mands, the labor movement still 
will have a flock of restrictive 
state laws to fight. 

In the last three years, 34 states 
have passed laws regarded as re- 
pressive by labor leaders. Fifteen 
of these states have prohibited the 
closed shop. 

The most bitterly-opposed pro- 
visions of the state labor laws 
have been sent to the Supreme 
Court in a number of cases. Labor 
leaders hope the Supreme Court 
will follow the election returns of 
1948, as it followed the returns of 
1936, and knock out most of the 
state labor laws as unconstitu- 
tional.

Now the Parodies 
Ripen for Parody

QXR, the dignified and highly respected 
Wa station of The New Tork Times,“ let 
its long hair down to the waist with a half 

hour parody of some of the worst aspects of 
network radio, an 

extraordinarily am- 

bitious bit of lese 


majeste which I 
found very enter- 
taining. The little 
independent kidded 
the daylights out of 
husband and wife 
breakfast pro- 
grams, news com- 
mentators, the give- 
aways, soap operas 
and commercials. 
The list omits some 
of the more con- 
spicuous evils of 
network broadcast- 
ing but, after all, 
they had only half an hour. 

While I’m happily in accord with the idea of 
a small station kicking its big brothers in the 
pants, I have some objections to the WQXR 
parodies. As one of the first persons to voice 
alarm at the husband and wife programs, I'd 
like to be among the first, possibly the very 
first, to express dismay at the parodies.

FRED ALLEN AND ‘Tallulah Bankhead 
wrapped up the subject thoroughly two and a 
half years ago. Their parody has been twice re- 
peated on a note of ascending anticlimax—l'll 
shoot the first man that touches that metaphor 
—and meanwhile the movies and stage have 
damaged the husband and wife profession beyond 
repair. By now the joke’s as tiresome as the 
originals. 

The same comment applies even more forcibly 
to giveaways. It’s my tired but fixed opinion 
that giveaways defy parody. You can’t dream 
up anything much more ridiculous than that list 
of prizes, most of which I wouldn’t have in the 
house, read by Ralph Edwards every Saturday. 
(Last night I dreamed Mr, Edwards touched the 
wrong wire in that $2000 all-electric kitchen and 
vanished in a sheet of blue flame.)

DESPITE THESE petulant observations, I felt 
WXZR did a fine job spoofing H. V. Kaltenborn 
and Gabriel Heatter, two fairly easy but worth- 
while targets, the N.B.C. chimes (“the most fa- 
mous noise in the world”), Hooper ratings and 
all sorts of commercials including one for “the 
world’s most irritating counter-irritant.” 

The most successful effort was something 
called “Supermom,” a devastating dig at soap 
opera, Supermom, with her careworn brow and 
soft, sweet smile, a woman who smothers and 
darn near strangles her children with affection, 
sums up all the more horrible though widely es- 
teemed qualities of Stella Dallas and Big Sister. 
If any of the bigtime comics are shopping for 
ideas, Id like to suggest Supermom, She could 
stand a lot more slapping around.

AND THAT LEADS easily into another pro- 
gram on a New York independent called “The 
Lively Arts.” It’s conducted by Gilbert Seldes 
who has set himself up as an authority on the 
minor cultures, notably movies and radio, which 
most critics consider beyond rational explana- 
tion. “The Lively Arts” is a dry, witty and, by 
radio standards, very acid commentary on ev- 
erything from books to football. 

On his first program, Mr. Seldes also éxpressed 
considerable bitterness at mom worship in the 
popular arts. He pointed out that the currently 
successful movie “Apartment for Peggy” and the 
hit play “Life With Mother” both furthered the 
popular superstition that the girls can do any- 
thing better than we can—a proposition I’m 
prepared to debate any time, any where, with 
any one. 

“There must be a man who can fix a roof or 
win a war better than the little woman, but they 
don’t make plays or movies about him,” com- 
mented Mr. Seldes. “From the time our chil- 
dren outgrow Roy Rogers, they learn only one 
thing—Pop’s a dope.”

SELDES WENT ON TO express surprise at 
the current Book of the Month Club selection, 
“Dr. Faustus,“by Thomas Mann. All five of the 
tiub’s own judges, he pointed out, viewed the 
book with a lack of enthusiasm which ranged 
from apathy to downright distaste, which led 
Mr. Seldes to question why they’d selected it in 
the first place. Seldes also criticized the com- 
mercialization and vulgarization of college foot- 
ball; he crusaded rather oddly for a place for 
New York’s lovers to sit down; and, naturally, 
me had a few words—easily the least stimulating 
part of his commentary—concerning radio. 

Better be careful with that last lively art, 
Mr. Seldes. That one’s real hard to talk about 


intelligently.

ARSLEY is a rich source of 
P vitamin A, and it seems a 

shame that so many of us use 
it only as a garnish. It’s a waste 
of food to allow most of a large 
bunch of parsley to wither and 
dry out when there are sO many 
interesting ways to serve this col- 
orful vegetable. 

When you buy a bunch of pars- 
ley to garnish a meat or fish dish, 
place the surplus washed leaves 
in a covered jelly glass and store 
in refrigerator. Use as needed in 
soups, meat loaves, tossed salads, 
salad dressings, or casserole dishes. 
Or serve parsley buttered potatoes 
—a welcome variation of the ev- 
eryday potato. 

A tasty spread for cracker 
canapes or filling for a sandwich 
loaf is made by blending together 
one-fourth cup finely chopped 
parsiey and one-fourth cup soft- 
ened butter, flavoring with a little 
salt. A tablespoon of the chopped 
leaves added to the eggs in mak- 
ing scrambled eggs or omelets is 
another excellent use for parsley. 

To shred parsley easily, reach 
into the jelly glass of leaves with 
your kitchen shears, and snip until 
parsley is finely and evenly cut. 

Green Rice 

One-half cup converted rice, 
one and one-fourth cups water, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one good- 
sized onion finely chopped (one- 
half to two-thirds cup), two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, two 
cups milk, one-half cup ground 
parsley (leaves from 24 big sprigs), : 
four to six ounces cheddar or pro- 
cessed cheese, three-ounce can 
chopped mushrooms, salt, pepper 

‘2 suit taste. 

Turn unwashed rice into top of 
double boiler, add water and salt, 
heat to boiling over direct heat. 
Then place over boiling water, 
cover and continue cooking about 
35 minutes or until water is com- 
pletely absorbed and rice is ten- 
der. Add milk to rice. Cook the 
chopped onion gently in melted 
butter until soft, about 10 min- 
utes. Stir onion, parsley, grated 
cheese and mushrooms into the 
rice milk mixture. (This parsley 
is not chopped but put through a 
food grinder). Check for salt and 
add with pepper to suit taste. 
Continue cooking over hot water 
for another 10 or 15 minutes. 
When cheese is melted, turn into 
a shallow baking dish and place 
in a hot oven (450 degrees F.) just 
long enough for the top to acquire 
an appetizing brown. Four serv-

Author of Eisenhower Was ‘My Boss ‘Tells of Move From Algiers to Italy as 1942 Ends

CHAPTER 10. 


LL eyes at headquarters were 
A on Italy. The gossip had turned 

to one’s chances of accompany- 
ing General Eisenhower to London, 
but all of us still were concerned 
with the bitter war going on in 
the Mediterranean. The General 
ordered a new Advance CP, in 
keeping with his oft-repeated be- 
lief that such moves, at frequent 
intervals, could keep sprawling 
AFHQ on the march; he disliked 
the idea of headquarters people 
“digging in” at any one location, 
particularly in a large, comfort- 
able city, in a manner to create 
natural resentment among the 
foot-slogging combat troops. It 
was an unselfish idea and carried 
much military logic. But the 
more social officers always com- 


plained at beirg forced to uproot 


their comfortable after-hours lives. 
And the Signal Corps cursed at 
the steady extension of communi- 
cation facilities, always consider- 
able for the use of the Command- 
ing General and his retinue. This 
time, there was more grumbling 
than usual. Ike was establishing 
his new CP in Italy itself. Some 
of the plushier officers didn’t like 
the idea of Italian mud. 


There were no beefs from me 
when we flew to Italy on Dec. 18. 
I was anxious to see that country 
for the first time and to keep up 
with the war; I saw less and less 
attraction in the social life becom- 
ing increasingly important to 
many of the staff in Algiers, The 
weather was bad that day and 
the flight was long. No one com- 
plained about the weather; but 
Sue Sarafin groused about the 
long trip, observing pointedly that 
a four-star ‘general’s Flying For- 
tress should be equipped with a 
powder room. 


Staff officers’ worries about 
pup-tent life dissipated as soon 
as they saw the new Advance CP. 
Our headquarters was literally 
palatial, the Caserta Palace north 
of Naples. Once luxurious enough 
for the kings of Italy, it now of- 
fered a sufficient number of rooms 
and corridors for several military 
headquarters. 


General Eisenhower protested 
vehemently when he saw his of- 
fice: a sumptuous room big enough 
for a railway station or an air- 
plane hangar, carefully conceived 
and decorated to impress and 
shrink the ego of any but the 
brassiest of visitors. It was ad- 
joined by a mirrored, dwarfing, 
intimidating reception chamber. 
In short, nothing could have been 
further from the Eisenhower idea 
of a small, modest working office 
accessible to any member of his 
staff. He was especially irate 
over the giant potted palms, which 
added an extra, Tsarist touch. 


We girls were assigned a suite 
so large that, as someone put it, 
rain clouds often formed in the 
distant ceilings. The kitchen was 
as spacious as General Eisenhow- 
er's entire office at Amilcar. The 
in fact, was so 
eerie we moved our beds into one 
a room, for mutual com- 
ort.

UTCH, the inveterate trail- 
blazer, also had located Prince 
Umberto’s hunting lodge on a 
nearby mountainside. I remember 
it particularly because it was the 
site of Genera] Ike’s memorable 
Battle With the Rat, which oc- 
curred in the bathroom the second 
night after our arrival. Despite our 
kibitzing—I roared unmercifully 
from the shelter of the doorway, 
while the others whispered good 
military advice—he had a perfect 
target; the quarry was cornered 
atop the toilet seat. But, let it 
be recorded for history that the 
Supreme Commander was a rotten 
shot. After three or four near- 
hits by General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, head of the straightest- 
shooting army in the world, things 
were so bad that someone else 
had to come in and club the poor 
animal to death. 


Early on the twenty-first, I 
drove General Eisenhower and 
Beetle across Italy to Bari, head- 
quarters of General Montgomery, 
(now Field Marshall Lord Mont- 
gomery, chief of the newly cre- 
ated Western European Defense 
Council). My passengers spent the 
entire time discussing who should 
get the nod for command of Brit- 
ish troops in the French invasion, 
perhaps head all ground forces. 
Beetle, with characteristic clarity 
and lack of sentiment, outlined 
the relative merits of the two 
chief contenders, Generals Alex- 
ander and Montgomery. Time and 
time again they came back to the 
Same conclusion: Alexander prob- 


- ably wouldn't be available. Tak- 


ing that and other military fac- 
tors into consideration, they set- 
tled on Montgomery.

But the General smashed those 
reams by insisting that he 
couldn't stay over any longer.

“Hannah More did not add to 
English literature anything whose 
absénce would have left it poorer, 
but her writings did have a real 
influence on her time.” In that 
critical evaluation may be the ex- 


| planation of this paradoxical old 


saying. “Not to amount to Han- 
nah More” is not to amount to 
much, to show little promise. And 
yet Hannah More did have a place 
in the literature of her time! 


It was Hannah's good fortunte, 
or perhaps misfortune, to be taken 
up by the literary great. She 
knew Dr. Johnson and appears re- 
peatedly in Boswell’s “Life” of 
Johnson. She also knew Burke, 
the great Garrick and Reynolds, 
So her circle included not only 
lights of the literary art, but the 
arts of the theater and painting. 
In the case of Reynolds, this 
meant art with a capital A. That 
also helps one to reconcile the 
contradiction in the saying 
namely that a woman who includ- 
ed successful novels and plays 
among her. writings should be- 
come a by-word for not amount- 
ing to anything! It must be that 
in comparison to the really great 
with whom she associated, she 
really accomplished nothing im- 
portant. She was popular in her 
time, but failed to merit the re- 
membrance of posterity which is 
accorded to those of more lasting 
stuff. . 

The saying is little heard now 
aud was never really popular in 


this country except in parts of 
New England, whence came the 
impression of it as an American- 
Im. But more than one request 
kor its origin shows that it has 
aroused curiosity. 

Hannah More was born at Sta- 
pleton, a town near Bristol, Eng- 


land, on Feb. 2, 1745, and lived 


until 1833. She begin early to 
write. Her religious tracts, gained 
popularity no less than the fiction 
which came from her pen and it 
was the great Garrick himself 
who caused her to write her two 
tragedies.

Mace Coffee Cake 
Ingredients: One and one-half 
cups sifted enriched all-purpose 
flour, two and oné-fourth téa- 


teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
mace, one-third cup sugar, three 
tablespoons shortening, one egg, 
one-half cup milk. Topping: one- 
fourth cup sugar, two tablespoons 
enriched all-purpose flour, one 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoon mace, one tablespoon butter 
or margarine. 

First preparation: Grease a pan 
about © 6x10 inches (measured 
across the top). Set range for 
400 degrees F. Put the dry in- 
gredients for the topping into a 
small wide bowl and cut in the 
butter or margaine with a pastry 
cutter until mixture resembles 
meal; reserve. 

Mixing method: Put the flour, 
baking powder, salt, Mace and 
sugar into a sifter and sift into 
medium-sized mixing bowl; add 
shortening and cut in until mix- 
ture resembles meal. Beat egg 
with rotary or electric beater un- 
til it is thick and pale colored 
(about five minutes); add milk 
and beat enough to combine. Add 
to dry ingredients and spread 
evenly; sprinkle with topping mix- 
ture and bake in moderately hot 
(400 F.) oven for about 25 minutes. 
Loosen sides of coffee cake with 
a spatula, cut in eight squares, 
lift out each square with a spatula 
and serve immediately with butter
